Speaking of morale, one of the 


most significant pieces of news 
is the estimate by British econom- 
ic experts that the German food 
situation may have reached fam- 
ine dimensions by autumn.

Hunger can be a rank poison to 


morale, as we saw in the last war. 
One of the mam reasons for Ger- 
many's capitulation was scarcity 
of food. The people were hungry, 
as I can testify, having gone into 
the country with the armies of oc- 
cupation at the time of the armis- 
tice. This sapped civilian morale, 
and that in turn reacted on the 
forces at the front, for men won't 
fight when they know their women 
and children are crying for bread.

But to return to the battle- 


front, the western allies are up 
against as tough a proposition as 
they've encountered in the Rhine- 
land. 
Nature and man between 


them have conspired to put much 
of the terrain under water, so that 
the fighting is more like a sea 
battle than land warfare. 


Under such terrible conditions 


units of the Canadian First Army 
drove into Kleve where they are 
engaged in hand-to-hand fighting. 
This bears the marks of being- the 
•st*rt'-of a flanking operation t& 
help open up the Cologne plain to 
the allies. Along the hundred mile 
stretch between Kleve and Pruem 
the British and American forces 
are idle because the Roer river— 
the barrier which they must force 
to reach the Rhine—is many feet 
above normal level owing to the 
blowing of the Schwammenauel 
dam southeast of Aachen by the 
Germans. 
The Hitlerites 
had 


hoped to.cause disaster by'this 
flood, but while it reached a width 
of two miles in one place, it is be- 
lieved to have reached its peak.

Under the Fed- 
eral Social Security Act. special 
money for public health service 
was provided, and Illinois took ad- 
vantage if this, making surveys 
legislate to establish health de- 
of needs and getting counties to 
purtments. After Pearl Harbor, 
definite local defense zones with 
health departments were set up. 
There are 33 such defense zones.

Co-Prosperitj- in 
The pitiable condition in which 


the Americans found tne city of 
Manila and its inhabitants stands 
as a final, convincing proof that 
all the Japanese talk of "co-pros- 
perity" and "Asia for the Asia- 
tics'" was never anything' more 
than a cynical smoke screen of 
propaganda. 


Ten years ago those slogans 


must have sounded 
plausible 
to 


many Orientals 
The vast colon- 


ial territories of southeastern Asia 
and Oceania were fertile ground 
for such talk, even though any- 
one with a nodding acquaintance 
with the Japanese national spirit 
must have known that any prom- 
ise of actual equality in "Greater 
East Asia" was absurd. 


The Sons of Heaven have even 


been able to give their nazi part- 
ners a few ideas about racial big- 
otry. Yet for all of that, some As- 
ians might have been willing to 
trade "white supremacy" for yel- 
low domination, if other improve- 
ments were forthcoming. They 
were not, of course. The history 


' of Manila tinder the 
occupation 


has shown that there was not a 
particle of sincerity in the Jap 
slogans. 


Manila present the Japs with a 


grave challenge. Here was a splen- 
did city which combined an an- 
cient culture with modern comfort 
and convenience. Its people en- 
joyed the highest living standards 
in the Orient. Already they en- 
joyed almost complete indep'end- 
ence, and the end of America's 
oehevoient guidance was near. If 
the Jap? were going to do better 
they would have to do awfully 
well. 


But Manila offered them a great 


opportunity, too. All they had to 
do was keep the wheels going in a 
system already 
established, and 


they would have a model example 
of life in Greater East Asia. 
Japan's occupation of "the pearl 
of the Orient" was somewhat com- 
parable , to Germany's occupation 
of Paris. But the Germans ap- 
parently were awed by Paris. They 
tried to keep it as Parisian as they 
could, and to make themselves as 
Parisian as possible for the dura- 
tion of their stay. The effort was 
ironic and insulting, but at least 
their arrogance was shak'en by 
contact with the magical city, 
even though that arrogance was 
replaced Toy craven cruelty 
and 


clumsy imitation. 


But the Japs obviously had no 


auch feeling about Manila. They 
might have succeeded where the 
Germans failed, for the city was 
long out of the thick of the war. 
Instead, however, they missed 
their chance to build any prestige.

Bespeaking prayer 'for Uic re- 


pose of the suul of Tom Prender- 
gast, the Rt. Rev. Thomas B.

Washington, D. C., JFeb. 12 — 


(AP)— Meats may virtually dis- 
appear from civilian markets by 
midsummer, goveimnent food offi- 
cials pi edict. The Joiecast accom- 
panied new steps to di\ert the 
larger portion ol cunent produc- 
tion into war stocks.

fall to the lowest level since 3935. 
when meat supplies dropped after 
emergency slaughter of drought 
stricken cattle on western plain-, 
in 1934 and a reduction of hpg 
numbers by means of the govern- 
ment's pig killing program de- 
signed to improve farm prices. 


Per capita consumption in 1935 


averaged about 116 pounds. Last 
year it was 147 pounds.
